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REPORT. 


Mr.  EL  WELL,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  System,  to 
whom  was  referred  Bill  No.  41,  entitled  “An  Act  to  repeal  an  Act 
passed  May  third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  enti¬ 
tled  ‘  An  Act  in  relation  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad 
Company,’  ”  together  with  petitions  and  remonstrances,  for  and 
against  the  repeal  of  the  last  mentioned  act,  made 

REPORT: 

That  in  pursuance  of  an  act  passed  the  23d  day  of  February,  1832, 
the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  Company  was  incorporated, 
and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  and  at  great 
expense  in  the  purchase  of  the  land  occupied  by  the  road,  and  in  the 
construction  of  the  same,  they  finished  their  railroad  from  the  District 
of  Kensington,  to  a  point  near  Trenton  bridge,  thus  forming  a  connex¬ 
ion  by  railway  between  Philadelphia  and  New  York.  It  is  alleged 
by  the  company,  and  no  doubt  such  was  the  fact,  that  great  inconve¬ 
nience  was  felt  by  the  public  and  the  company,  for  the  want  of  a  con¬ 
nexion  between  this  and  the  other  railways  which  come  into  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Districts,  causing  a  transhipment  of  baggage 
and  goods,  and  requiring  the  passengers  to  be  taken  in  omnibuses 
and  carriages  from  the  termination  in  Kensington  to  other  parts  of 
the  city ;  to  remedy  this  inconvenience,  and  the  delay  and  expense  of 
travelling,  the  Legislature  passed  the  act  of  the  27th  day  of  March, 
1834,  authorizing  the  company,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  incorporated  districts,  through  which  they  designed 
to  lay  the  railroad,  under  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  might 
be  agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  to  extend  the  road  so  as  to  con¬ 
nect  the  same  with  the  Northern  Liberties  and  Penn  Township  rail¬ 
road,  at  or  near  Front  street  in  the  Northern  Liberties.  By  an  ordi¬ 
nance  passed  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Kensington, 
on  the  9th  December,  1834,  the  Company  were  empowered  to  make  the 
connexion  referred  to  in  the  last  mentioned  act,  in  which  the  streets 
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to  be  occupied  by  the  company  are  particularly  designated,  and  regu¬ 
lations  and  restrictions  of  an  onerous  character  are  therein  fully  set 
forth.  The  terms  of  this  ordinance  were  accepted  by  the  company, 
and  the  road  located  and  partly  constructed,  when  it  was  found  that 
the  shortness  of  the  curves  at  the  corners  of  Maiden  and  Beach 
streets,  rendered  it  impracticable  to  pass  cars,  and  the  assent  of  the 
said  Commissioners  was  required  to  make  an  alteration  in  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  said  road,  by  turning  i'rom  Frankford  road  into  Maiden 
street,  about  fifty  feet  to  the  boundary  line  of  Kensington,  and  thus 
pass  into  the  district  of  the  Northern  Liberties. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  district  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  by 
ordinances  passed  the  27th  day  of  February,  1835,  and  the  30th  day 
of  June,  of  the  same  year,  granted  to  said  company  the  liberty  of 
passing  through  the  streets  in  that  district  for  the  purpose  of  forming 
the  connexion  above  referred  to. 

On  application  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  district  of  Kensington 
for  that  small  variation  in  the  route  of  the  railroad,  they  passed  the 
ordinance  of  the  19th  August,  1836,  requiring  the  payment  of  $800 
per  annum  for  two  years,  in  addition  to  the  requisitions  contained  in 
said  ordinance;  and  it  was  also  stipulated,  that  if  after  two  years,  the 
said  road  should  be  considered  beneficial  to  the  district  generally,  by 
the  commissioners,  then  the  yearly  compensation  to  cease.  And  the 
said  ordinances  also  contained  the  provision  that  if  after  two  years  from 
the  completion  of  the  railroad  through  said  district,  the  commission¬ 
ers  should  be  of  opinion  that  the  said  railroad  was  injurious  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  district,  the  commissioners  should 
have  power  to  notify  the  company,  and  after  six  months’  notice  the 
railroad  should  be  removed. 

It  appears  that  the  company,  under  this  agreement,  constructed 
their  road  and  built  an  expensive  depot  at  the  corner  of  Third  and 
Willow  streets,  and  paid  the  rent  of  $800,  to  the  said  commissioners, 
for  two  years,  and  complied  with  the  other  requisitions  of  the  ordi¬ 
nances.  The  company  allege  that  they  had  reason  to  believe  that  at 
the  end  of  two  years,  they  would  be  freed  from  the  payment  of  the 
rent,  and  that  they  would  be  placed  upon  the  same  footing  with  other 
railroad  companies  passing  through  the  districts,  and  the  city  of  Phila¬ 
delphia;  and  this  allegation  may  be  supposed  to  be  well  founded,  when 
other  acts  of  the  Legislature  are  taken  into  consideration.  By  the 
act  of  6th  April,  1833,  the  Northern  Liberties  and  Penn  Township 
railroad  company  were  authorized  to  construct  their  railroad  along 
the  streets  between  the  river  Schuylkill  and  the  river  Delaware,  which 
railroad  was  constructed  along  Willow  street,  and  has  been  since  of 
much  advantage  to  the  district;  and  the  view  of  the  Legislature  upon 
the  subject  of  extending  railroads  into  the  city  of  Philadelphia  will 
further  appear  from  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  21st  March,  1831,  in 
which  it  is  enacted,  that  before  the  Canal  Commissioners  shall  contract 
for  any  part  of  the  railroad  between  the  western  shore  of  the  river 
Schuylkill  and  the  intersection  of  Vine  and  Broad  streets,  that  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  citizens  of  Philadelphia  shall  engage  to  con¬ 
struct  and  continue  the  railroad,  from  the  intersection  of  Vine  and 
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Broad  streets,  down  Broad  street  to  Cedar  street;  and  they  are  also 
authorized  to  extend  the  railroad  to  the  Delaware  river,  and  to  charge 
and  receive  tolls  ;  and  the  city  authorities,  by  an  ordinance  of  January 
10,  1833,  directed  the  railroad  to  be  constructed,  which  was  accord¬ 
ingly  done,  and  was  also  extended  through  the  city.  This  extension 
of  the  railroad  into  and  through  the  city,  was  deemed  important  and 
beneficial  by  the  Legislature  and  by  the  city  authorities. 

Without  referring  to  other  acts  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  ordi¬ 
nances  of  other  towns  and  cities  of  a  similar  import;  the  Philadelphia 
and  Trenton  Railroad  Company  had  no  reason  to  suppose  that  their 
road  would  not  also  be  deemed  beneficial,  and  that  like  other  compa¬ 
nies,  they  would  be  freed  from  the  burden  that  had  been  imposed  upon 
them. 

It  also  appears,  that  on  the  7th  August,  1838,  the  Commissioners  of 
the  District  of  Kensington,  gave  notice  to  the  Company  to  take  up  and 
remove  their  railroad  from  the  said  district,  unconditionally ,  and  with¬ 
out  assigning  any  cause.  Then,  on  the  application  of  said  Company 
to  the  Legislature,  at  the  session  of  1838-9,  and  after  a  full  hearing 
by  numerous  petitions  and  memorials  upon  both  sides,  as  will  most 
fully  appear  by  reference  to  the  Journals  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
that  year — and  after  a  hearing  before  a  select  committee,  the  Act  of 
23d  March,  1839,  was  passed;  but  whilst  this  act  was  actually  on  its 
passage,  and  two  days  before  it  received  the  signature  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernor,  the  District  of  Kensington  peremptorily  required  that  the  Com¬ 
pany  should  forthwith  agree  to  pay  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
for  such  time  as  the  Company  might  use  the  road,  as  then  located, 
and  if  not  agreed  to,  the  railroad  should  immediately  be  taken  up  by 
force.  To  prevent  the  scenes  that  would  ensue,  and  to  avoid  the  inter¬ 
ruption  of  the  mails  between  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  and  with 
the  expectation  of  legislative  relief,  those  terms  were  agreed  to. 

After  the  passage  of  the  act  of  23d  March,  1839,  the  Company 
applied  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  Philadelphia  county,  and 
six  viewers  were  appointed  by  the  said  Court,  and  made  report,  locating 
said  railroad  along  Front  street.  That  report,  and  the  report  of  the 
second  set  of  viewers,  were  set  aside  upon  alleged  defects  of  notice 
and  form;  and  a  third  set  of  viewers  made  a  location  upon  the  same 
street,  which  was  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions — the 
Company  commenced  to  lay  down  the  railroad  under  the  authority 
of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  and  the  report  of  viewers,  confirmed 
by  the  Court — the  workmen  of  the  Company  were  then  arrested 
on  a  criminal  charge  for  putting  down  the  railroad,  and  were  com¬ 
mitted  to  gaol,  and  upon  a  hearing  upon  a  habeas  corpus,  were  set  at 
liberty,  and  the  rights  of  the  Company  again  fully  declared.  The 
Company  again  commenced  constructing  the  railroad  as  located,  and 
a  mob  assembled  and  repeatedly  drove  them  off.  The  railroad  was 
torn  up,  and  the  timbers  burned,  the  iron  destroyed,  and  the  men 
stoned  and  beat  off,  and  a  valuable  house  belonging  to  the  President  of 
the  Company,  consumed  by  fire.  The  pr-oceedings  relative  to  the 
location  of  the  road,  were  removed  on  the  part  of  the  district  of  Ken¬ 
sington  by  certiorari,  from  the  Supreme  Court,  where,  after  a  full 
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argument,  as  appears  by  the  case  reported  in  6  Wharton’s  Reports, 
page  25 — the  opinion  of  the  Court  was  delivered  by  the  Chief  Justice, 
in  which  the  constitutionality  of  the  law  is  vindicated,  and  the  right 
of  the  Company  to  enjoy  the  privileges  granted  by  the  act  fully 
established. 

After  all  these  proceedings  were  had,  application  was  made  on 
behalf  of  the  district  of  Kensington,  to  the  Legislature,  at  the  session 
of  1841,  as  will  appear  by  their  petitions  and  memorials,  for  the 
repeal  of  the  privileges  heretofore  granted  to  the  Company ;  and  in 
pursuance  of  those  petitions,  and  after  a  hearing  before  a  committee, 
the  act  of  3d  May,  1841,  was  passed  with  the  design  of  quieting  all 
dispute,  with  regard  to  the  location  of  the  railroad;  and  by  the  second 
section  of  said  act,  the  Commissioners  of  the  district  of  Kensington  are 
authorized  to  agree  with  the  officers  of  the  Company,  as  to  the  amount 
to  be  paid  by  said  Company,  under  tbe  provisions  of  said  act.  In 
pursuance  of  said  act,  a  negotiation  was  had  between  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  district  of  Kensington  and  the  officers  of  the  said 
Railroad  Company,  which  resulted  in  a  contract  and  bargain,  made 
and  concluded  between  the  said  Commissioners  and  the  said  Com¬ 
pany,  and  by  which  the  said  Company  agreed  to  pay  the  said  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  district  of  Kensington,  the  sum  of  $7,000,  and  do 
certain  other  things  specified  in  the  said  agreement,  as  a  compensation 
for  the  privileges  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  Company,  under  the  last 
mentioned  and  other  acts  of  Assembly,  and  for  the  compensation 
claimed  by  the  Commissioners  under  said  act — which  said  contract  is 
in  full  force  between  the  parties,  and  never  has  been  dissented  to  by 
the  said  Company,  or  in  any  manner  departed  from,  and  which  the 
said  Company  allege  they  have  always  been  ready  and  willing  to 
comply  with. 

Now  the  Legislature  are  asked  to  repeal  the  grant  of  the  privileges 
which  have  been  given  to  the  Company,  and  to  retrace  their  steps. — 
Two  questions  are  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  committee. 

The  first  is,  whether  it  is  expedient  to  do  so  ?  And  the  second  is, 
whether  the  Legislature  can,  in  the  present  state  of  the  facts,  consti¬ 
tutionally  do  so? 

After  the  open  and  violent  resistance  of  the  law  of  the  land,  carried 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  disturb  the  peace  of  society,  with  the  wanton 
destruction  of  property  by  a  lawless  mob,  if  the  Legislature  should 
grant  their  request,  they  would  encourage  resistance  to  the  laws,  give 
countenance  to  mobs,  and  hold  out  inducements  to  others  to  pursue  a 
similar  course  of  conduct,  and  say  to  them — “resist  laws  which  you 
dislike  and  the  Legislature  will  repeal  them.”  The  Legislature  would, 
in  this  manner,  become  parliceps  criminis ,  and  virtually  sanction 
resistance  to  the  laws  which  they  enact ;  lay  the  foundation  for  the 
destruction  of  our  government,  which  is  emphatically  a  government 
of  laws;  give  the  death-blow  to  our  liberties  and  the  peace  of  society, 
and  introduce  anarchy  and  confusion. 

Your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is  not  only  not  expedient, 
but  that  it  would  also  be  setting  a  most  dangerous  precedent,  to  grant 
the  request  of  the  citizens  of  the  district  of  Kensington.  Let  no  one 
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expect  to  gain  a  legislative  sanction  for  violence,  mobs,  and  resist¬ 
ance  to  the  constitutional  laws  of  the  land. 

As  to  constitutional  right  of  the  Legislature  to  interfere,  by  a  repeal 
of  the  laws  referred  to,  your  Committee  believe  that  there  can  be  no 
difference  of  opinion  among  those  who  will  examine  the  subject. 

It  may  be  assumed  as  a  correct  position,  that  all  the  acts  that  have 
been  passed  as  supplements  to  the  act  incorporating  the  Philadelphia 
and  Trenton  Railroad  Company,  and  in  relation  thereto,  are  of  the 
same  force,  and  have  the  same  binding  efficacy  as  if  they  had  been 
embraced  within  the  original  act  of  incorporation.  Taking  them 
altogether,  therefore,' they  contain,  the  grant  of  the  Legislature,  and 
show  the  chartered  rights  of  the  company.  These  acts  have  all 
been  accepted  by  the  company  and  acted  upon,  and  money  and 
labor  expended  under  them. 

In  the  charter,  the  Legislature  reserved  the  right  to  resume  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  granted  to  the  company,  if  they  should  misuse  or 
abuse  those  privileges;  and  until  proof  shall  be  made  that  the  company 
have  rendered  themselves  obnoxious  to  that  provision,  the  Legislature 
cannot  take  away  or  abridge  the  privileges  granted,  or  repeal  any  of 
the  acts.  As  the  case  now  stands  before  the  Committee,  as  between 
the  State  and  the  company,  there  is  an  existing  and  executed  contract. 
The  Legislature  cannot  violate  it,  and  repeal  any  of  the  acts  referred 
to,  upon  any  principle  of  correct  legislation.  But  when  the  Commit¬ 
tee  look  at  the  situation  in  which  the  district  of  Kensington  is  placed, 
with  reference  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  Company, 
with  a  contract  executed  between  them,  and  upon  a  sufficient  conside¬ 
ration,  made  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  and  the 
benefit  of  which  contract  is  claimed  by  the  Company ;  an  insurmount¬ 
able  difficulty  is  presented  to  the  repeal  of  the  act  under  which  that 
contract  was  made,  and  thereby  rescinding  the  contract.  It  is  asking 
of  the  Legislature  to  violate,  in  a  case  too  plain  to  admit  of  a  doubt, 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  If  this  could  be  done,  the 
Constitution  would  become  a  dead  letter,  and  all  the  security  which 
that  instrument  has  so  cautiously  thrown  around  the  rights  of  person 
and  property  would  be  destroyed.  In  times  of  excitement  no  person 
would  be  safe — every  contract  made  between  the  State  and  its  citizens 
might  be  abrogated  and  annulled,  and  contracts  between  individuals 
rescinded ;  acts,  innocent  at  the  time  they  were  done,  might  be  pun¬ 
ished  as  crimes  by  ex  post  facto  laws  ;  patents  of  land  granted  by  the 
State  to  one  person  might  be  vacated  and  the  land  granted  to  another ; 
the  debts  due  from  the  State  to  individuals,  for  the  payment  of  which 
the  faith  of  the  State  has  been  solemnly  pledged,  might  be  repudiated. 

The  Committee  cannot  refrain  from  expressing,  at  this  time,  their 
decided  disapprobation  of  all  acts  attempted  to  be  procured  from  the 
Legislature  in  violation  of  the  Constitution,  and  of  every  effort  to 
give  sanction  to  the  revolutionary  and  iniquitous  doctrines  which  dis¬ 
regard  the  legal  rights  of  parties,  acquired  and  held  under  the  solemn 
sanction  of  law,  and  which  would  repudiate  contracts,  rights,  and 
privileges,  however  honestly  and  legally  acquired  and  held,  which

may  not  meet  the  approbation  of  a  portion  of  the  community.  For 
these  reasons  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  Bill  referred  to  them, 
be  negatived  by  the  House ;  and  they  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved ,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  subject.

AN  ACT 

Relative  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  Company. — Approved  the 

3d  day  of  May,  1841. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton 
Railroad  Company,  are  hereby  authorized  to  resume  and  continue 
the  use  of  their  railroad  as  it  has  heretofore  been  located  and  con¬ 
structed,  along  Frankford  road  and  Maiden  street,  in  the  district  of 
Kensington,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  if  said  company  shall  desire 
so  to  do,  and  shall  pay  such  damages  as  the  district  of  Kensington 
may  actually  sustain,  on  account  of  continuing  said  railroad  along  the 
streets  aforesaid,  taking  into  consideration  the  benefit  of  said  railroad 
to  the  district.  Said  railroad  company  shall  have  three  years  from 
the  passage^of  this  act,  to  construct  their  railroad,  as  at  present  located 
along  Front  street,  from  their  depot  in  the  district  of  Kensington,  to 
their  depot  at  the  corner  of  Third  and  Willow  streets  in  the  Northern 
Liberties,  to  be  constructed  and  kept  up  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  second  section  of  an  act  entitled  “  A.  further  supplement  to  an 
Act  authorizing  the  Governor  to  incorporate  the  Philadelphia  and 
Trenton  Railroad  Company,”  passed  the  twenty-third  day  of  March 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine ;  and  shall  pay  a  just  and  propor¬ 
tionate  part  of  the  expense  incurred  by  the  district  of  Kensington,  in 
levelling  and  grading  said  streets,  erecting  bridges  and  culverts,  or 
any  other  matters  as  aforesaid,  by  which  said  company  has  been 
benefitted,  and  the  district  put  to  expense. 

Sect.  2.  If  the  Commissioners  of  the  district  of  Kensington,  and 
the  officers  of  said  railroad  company,  cannot  agree  as  to  the  amount 
to  be  paid,  if  any  thing,  by  said  company,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  first  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either  party  to  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  Philadelphia  county,  to  appoint 
a  jury  of  six  men  to  assess  the  same;  and  said  Court  shall  appoint  a 
jury  composed  of  six  disinterested  persons,  citizens  of  the  city  or 
county  of  Philadelphia,  none  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  of  Kensington,  who  shall,  after  being  duly  sworn,  according  to 
law,  proceed  to  view  and  assess  the  damages,  if  any,  sustained  by 
said  district,  by  reason  of  the  premises  ;  and  their  report,  when  made, 
shall  be  final;  and  said  court  shall  make  such  order  and  decree,  as  to 
costs,  as  shall  appear  just  and  reasonable:  Provided ,  That  the 
Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  revoke  and  annul  the  rights  and 
privileges  hereby  granted,  whenever  the  Legislature  shall  think  they 
are  injurious  to  the  public  interest;  Provided ,  however,  that  no  injury 
shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

Minutes  of  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the 

Kensington  District  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  by  them  held,  this 

ItHh  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1841. 

On  motion  of  William  M.  Bilmeyer,  Esq.,  the  following  preamble 
and  resolution  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  Company  are 
willing  to  pay  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Kensington  District,  the 
sum  of  seven  thousand  dollars  damages,  provided  the  corporation 
will  permit  the  Company  to  lay  their  rails  on  Front  street,  and  use 
Frankford  road,  until  Front  street  is  completed,  according  to  the  act 
of  Assembly,  passed  the  3d  of  May,  A.  D.  1841,  upon  the  following 
terms:  The  above  sum  to  be  paid  on  the  completion  of  the  road  on 
Front  street. — The  Corporation  to  retain  the  right  to  lay  water-pipes, 
whenever  occasion  may  require. — The  Company  to  have  and  keep  in 
good  repair  so  much  of  said  road  as  they  occupy,  and  one  foot  out¬ 
side  of  the  rails,  on  both  sides  thereof. 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved ,  That  this  Board  adopt  the  above  pre¬ 
amble,  and  that  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  Company 
have  the  privileges  therein  contained,  as  all  other  rights  and  privileges 
which,  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  said  Company  now 
have;  and  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  carry  out  the 
object  of  the  foregoing  preamble. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

On  the  question,  the  vote  was — Yeas,  9, — Nays,  3. 

Whereupon,  The  following  were  appointed  the  committee: 

Messrs.  Painter,  Read,  and  Vandusen.
